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Council Seeks More Land for Recreation 
In Subdivision Plan for Tidier Tract 


COUNCIL AGREES ON GUIDELINES 
FOR RENOVATION OF THE CENTER

In preparation for a November 26 work session, the 
Greenbelt City Council at its November 19 meeting adopted 
a general plan for Roosevelt Center. The goal of the work 
session is to have the charette professionals translate coun¬ 
cil's plan for the center into a design.

The city council, at their 
meeting on November 18, 
once again deferred action on 
the preliminary plan for the 
Greenbrook subdivision (Tid¬ 
ier tract) in East Greenbelt. 
Action on the plan had pre¬ 
viously been postponed on 
November 4, At the city's 
request, the Prince Georges 
County Planning Board had 
also deferred their consider¬ 
ation of the plan until De¬ 
cember 5. 

Council’s problems with the 
preliminary subdivision plan came 
into sharp focus at a work session 
on November 12. At that session, 
two major*stumbling blocks to the 
approval of the plan surfaced: 
inadequate public facilities to 
serve the population which would 
be generated by the development; 
and deficiencies (in the council’s 
view) in the developer’s plan to 
dedicate land to the city for rec¬ 
reational facilities. 

The conflict in views between 
council members and the develp. 
oper’s representatives (attorneys 
Diane Leasure and Richard Reed 
of Fossett and Brugger) on the 
adequacy of public facilities 
hinged on the definition of what 
is “programmed.” In order to get 
county planning board approval 
for the subdivision plan, Reed 
said, the developer will have to 
prove that four projects are 
programmed: 1) widening of 

Greenbelt Road, 2) extension of 
Hanover Parkway, 3) widening 
of Hanover Parkway, and 4) 
widening of the Greenbelt Road 
bridge over the Baltimore-Wash- 
ington Parkway. 

Reed said that the first three 
of these are “undoubtedly” pro¬ 
grammed and that “we are con¬ 
fident” that funds will be avail¬ 
able for the Parkway bridge wid¬ 
ening. Council members, how¬ 
ever, were not convinced. Mayor 
Gil Weidenfeld said that the city

would want to see a commitment 
that money is available and the 
schedule of completion dates for 
the improvements. 

A traffic study made for the 
Greenbrook developer, Michael 
Rose and Associates also flunked 
with the city’s Advisory Planning 
Board. The APB report recom¬ 
mended that the preliminary sub¬ 
division plan be denied because 
of inadequacy of public facilities 
to handle the traffic generated. 

Recreational Facilities 

When discussion at the work 
session turned to recreational fa¬ 
cilities, the gap between city 
council and the developer's rep¬ 
resentatives appeared even wider. 
Under the developer’s plan a 
little more than six acres would 
be dedicated to the city. How¬ 
ever, almost three acres would be 
used as part of the lake and its 
spillway and would, therefore ,be 
unavailable for recreation. The 
rest of the lake, moreover, (some 
four acres) would come out of 
Schrom Hills Park land, thus re¬ 
ducing usable land in that already 
small park. Reed pointed out that 
the developer is proposing to give 
10% more land than required un¬ 
der the county's mandatory dedi-

Building Industry Association of 
Beltsville will be the members of 
the second panel. 

Barry Schlesinger, Zoning 
Chair of CFG will be the modera¬ 
tor.

cation provision. 

Weidenfeld pointed out, how¬ 
ever, that the lake will cause the 
city to lose several acres of park¬ 
land and it would be equitable for 
the developer to replace that land. 
Reed and Leasure stated that the 
development could be “built out” 
without the lake. Leasure stated 
that the developer could, if he 
wished, build on-site recreational 
facilities and not give any land 
to the city. For the population 
of Greenbrook, these facilities 
would have to comprise only a 
multi-purpose playing court, two 
tot lots, and two sitting picnic 
areas to satisfy the county re¬ 
quirement, Leasure said. 

Reed pointed out that a 6-acre, 
8-foot deep lake would be a much 
greater asset to the city than 
a small hole in the ground which 
the Washington Suburban Sani¬ 
tary Commission would otherwise 
build for stormwater manage¬ 
ment. While not disagreeing 
Weidenfeld and councilmember 
Thomas X. White expressed the 
view that the lake would be a 
greater asset to the developer, 
who could, Reed admitted, profo—

GHI Bylaws Meeting 
To Be Rescheduled 

The meeting scheduled to con¬ 
sider changes in tlie bylaws of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc., was post¬ 
poned by the board of directors 
when the December 10 date was 
found to conflict with religious 
holidays. The board did not set 
another date immediately but in¬ 
structed the management staff to 
suggest open dates so that the 
meeting can be rescheduled when 
the board next meets on Decem¬ 
ber 5, 


The plan had been developed 
by the council at a work session 
on November 5, working from a 
general plan based on the results 
of the charette and prepared by 
the city staff. 

The plan adopted presents four 
general objectives to govern the 
design, and several more specific 
planning objectives to guide the 
designers. The general objectives 
are: 1) to maintain the Roose¬ 
velt Center as the community 
center of the city; 2) to main¬ 
tain and improve the economic 
vitality of Roosevelt Center; 3) 
to upgrade and improve the build¬ 
ings and grounds while preserv¬ 
ing and strengthening the orig¬ 
inal design and planning con¬ 
cepts; and 4) to restore, pre¬ 
serve and enhance through sym¬ 
pathetic additions the original 
character and details of the cen¬ 
ter, making necessary provisions 
for human life and safety. 

The planning objectives in¬ 
clude: 1) rehabilitate the build¬ 
ings and restore the art deco fa¬ 
cades; 2) preserve the theater 
as a cultural arts center; 3) re¬ 
habilitate Centerway and the ad¬ 
jacent sidewalk, possibly enlarg¬ 
ing the parking area; 4) 
strengthen the pedestrian ap¬ 
proaches to the center; 5) con¬ 
sider minor expansion, while re¬ 
taining the character of the cen¬ 
ter, to the extent allowed by the 
available parking; and 6) pro¬ 
vide an entrance sign on Center¬ 
way and directional signs on 
other city streets. 

The objective concerning pe¬ 
destrian approaches has been 
amplified to extension of the 
mall to both the east (between the 
Co-op and the medical center) 
with the possibility of additional 
shops in both areas. 

Mayor pro tern Thomas White, 
who w'as out of town on business, 
had provided comments to the 
city manager on the agenda 
items. White requested that 
council defer action until he was 
present and asked that council 
refer the matter to the advisory 
boards. He also recommended 
that council schedule informa¬ 
tion sessions and a public hear¬ 
ing before the plan’s adoption. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld com¬ 
mented that council had already 
provided many opportunities for 
citizen input. He noted that if 
council were to “re-invent the 
wheel,” the renovation would 
never get done. He stressed that 
at the upcoming work session 
council needs to give the plan¬ 
ners goals and guidelines. 

In addition, the city has re¬ 
ceived a plan to renovate the 
center from George Cristacos, 
owner of the Greenbelt Center. 
(Cristacos owns the original 
buildings in the center and the 
land on which they are built, and 
the adjacent sidewalks. The city 
owns the mall area and the park¬ 
ing lots). Weidenfeld noted that 
Cristacos, who has an architec¬ 
tural concept plan, has indicated 
his intention to proceed quickly. 
Weidenfeld stated that the coun¬ 
cil must be prepared if they want 
to have any input on this plan. 
He also noted that the Cristacos 
plan is not inconsistent with the 
charette concepts. 

Council formalized the request, 
made at the November 5 work 
session, that the Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Board review the Cristacos 


plan. Bill Wilkerson, chairman of 
the APB, requested guidance 
from the council on reviewing the 
Cristacos plan. He said the board 
wanted to work with the charette 
group but that he was not sure 
“exactly how we fit in.” Wilker¬ 
son reported that the APB was 
having a special meeting on No¬ 
vember 20, to be brought up to 
date on the charette. Bram sug¬ 
gested that the charette co-ordi¬ 
nating committee send a repre¬ 
sentative to the meeting.

Another issue at the council 
meeting related to the December 
12 public hearing on two pro¬ 
posals for the relocation of Cal¬ 
vert Road, to be required by the 
construction of the College Park

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Utopia's "Charlie Brown" 
Solidr Doghouse Shaky

Seeing “You're a Good Man, Charlie Brown" at the 
Utopia is a most pleasant way to spend an evening. Ac¬ 
tually it is not a play as we normally think of a play. There 
is no plot, and the scenes do not progress from one to ano¬ 
ther. The musical selections, while contributing much to 
the enjoyment of the performance, do not contribute to the 
plot, since there is none. 


What we have is a series of 
vignettes, much like the comic 
strip itself. Each one features 
just one situation. They are giv¬ 
en coherence because the charac¬ 
ters return over and over, at 
times one is the main actor, at 
other times a minor figure. How¬ 
ever, just as in the Peanuts car¬ 
toons, each character is consist¬ 
ent. Charlie Brown always lacks 
self confidence; Lucy is always 
abrasive; Linus is never without 
his blanket, Schroeder his Beet¬ 
hoven and Snoppy his doghouse. 

The actors are all adults, a fact 
which poses some problems, since 
they must convince us they are 
children. Linus (Tom Zanner) 
tells us he is Lucy’s little broth¬ 
er. Since he towers over her. this 
relationship is a trifle unconvinc¬ 
ing. However, none of the actors 
found it necessary to simper 
about, 4 use baby talk or otherwise 
try to behave as adults making 
believe they are children. They 
instead achieve their roles 
through their costumes and act¬ 
ing. 

For example, Karen True as 
Lucy wore a short bright red 
dress tied with a sash, knee socks 
and Mary Jane shoes. With this 
appearance, plus giving her lines 
in the positive manner appro¬ 
priate to Lucy, she was convinc- 
ing. _ 

On the other hand, neither 

Jeanette Wagner (Violet) nor 
Ronnie Watson (Frieda) were 
dressed in a childlike manner, 
particularly Watson. Instead of 
being costumed like a child, she 
was wearing what appeared to be 


an old high school cheerleader’s 
uniform. Unfortunately, the skirt 
was several inches longer in front 
than in back, giving the audience 
a large exposure of a part nor¬ 
mally left covered. 

The best over-all performance 
was by Randy Jones as Snoopy. 
Dressed in a tight white garment, 
he acted wonderfully like a dog. 
He was particularly impressive 
as the enemy of the Red Baron 
and, toward the end, in a wonder¬ 
ful tap dance. Another well chore¬ 
ographed and well executed dance 
was that of Linus with his blan- 
k e t. Charlie Brown (Joseph 
Smith) likewise had a beautiful 
scene, more mime than dancing, 
flying his kite. As with so many 
of the scenes, it captured the uni¬ 
versality of being human. Each 
of us has had every experience 
recreated in this drama. 

As is unfortunately typical with 
amateur productions, voice pro¬ 
jection, particularly by Violet 
and Frieda, could have been im¬ 
proved, as well as articulation. A 
general problem was dropping 
voices too much at the end of a 
line. 

The musical accompaniment 
was consistently good. The cast 
never failed to coordinate with the 
music, whether singing, dancing, 
entering or leaving the stage. 
The set was extremely simple— 
Snoopy’s house and several 
brightly colored boxes plus a 
small piano for Schroeder — but 
very adequate. The dog house 
could have been more sturdily 
built since it trembled when 
Snoopy got on it.

Metro Station. Previously five al¬ 
ternatives were under considera¬ 
tion but three of those have been 
dropped, including the one sup¬ 
ported by both College Park and 
Riverdale. Giese noted that al¬ 
though College Park has not yet 
taken a position, the College Park 
city administrator felt they would 
be strongly opposed to all of the 
proposals. 

Giese reported that White felt 
that both Riverdale and College 
Park would be opposed to all the 
alternatives and that Greenbelt 
should not yet take a position. 
White warned that if a proposal 
acceptable to both cities is not 
adopted, the matter could go to 
court. Further delaying the E 
route. Giese noted that there 
would be little effect on Green¬ 
belt. although individual Green- 
belters might be affected. 

Since another council meeting 
is scheduled before the public 
hearing, Weidenfeld suggested, 
and council agreed, that they de¬ 
fer action until then, when they 
could take a position if they 
chose, perhaps to support the po¬ 
sition of neighboring municipali¬ 
ties that are more directly af¬ 
fected.

ably charge more for the homes 
with a view of the lake. 

But the attorneys pointed out 
that the developer had already 
reduced the density of the project 
by 12 units below the 232-unit 
cap mandated by the covenants. 
He noted also that the developer 
had already agreed to supply 
amenities such as a trail and sit¬ 
ting areas suggested by APB. 

Weidenfeld, however, insisted 
that the proposed subdivision 
would eventually cost the city a 
great deal for recreational facili¬ 
ties. The proposed 220 town- 
houses and 109 single-family 
homes would, Weidenfeld pre¬ 
dicted, generate pressure for rec¬ 
reational facilities, which the city 
would eventually provide. ‘‘It is 
only fair/' Weidenfeld said, “that 
the developer should share some 
cf the initial burden for these 
costs.” 

Compensatory Land 

At the November 18 meeting 
the city council voted to com¬ 
municate to the developer coun¬ 
cil’s position that compensation 
should be made for the unusable 
land and that such compensation 
should be in the form of joint 
acquisition of additional park 
land or payment of a sum of 
money in the $100,000 range. Two 
properties adjoining Schrom Hills 
Park (the Schimmel and Steiner 
properties) were mentioned as 
the tracts to be acquired. 

During discussion at the work 
session and the council meeting, 
council members made it clear 
that the subdivision plan would 
have to meet the public facilities 
test in order to get a favorable 
recommendation from the city. 
After council had voted to ask 
the developer to bear an increased 
V art of the , - rec re a ti on fac ilitie 
burden, Council member Antoin¬ 
ette Bram pointedly asked wheth¬ 
er this action “conveys the idea 
that council will approve the plan 
with the public facilities study as 
it is.” Weidenfeld assured her 
that it would not. He said that 
the council was not “taking a 
position on denial of the plan be¬ 
cause of the public facilities test” 
at that time. 

The subdivision plan is expect¬ 
ed to be on the agenda for fur¬ 
ther action at the council meeting 
of 'December 2.

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Group Undertakes West 
Virginia Relief Effort 

The floods which spread 
through our area may be over 
but their devastating effects will 
be felt by the people in West Vir¬ 
ginia for a long time. In response 
to requests for aid, a Camp 
Springs church has begun a relief 
effort aimed at helping those af¬ 
fected communities.

Early Mailing Urged 
For Holiday Packages 

For those with relatives in the 
armed services overseas, and 
those who wish to mail holiday 
greetings and packages to others 
living in foreign countries, now 
is the time to plan for holiday 
mailings, according to Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. Postmaster John R. 
Cochran. 

November is the month when 
most parcels shipped via Parcel 
Airlift Mail (PAL) should be 
sent. PAL packages are airlif¬ 
ted domestically to a gateway 
facility, then airlifted on a space 
available basis from the gateway 
to the Army or Air Force Post 
Office. 

Packages up to 30 pounds and 
60 inches in combined length and 
girth may be sent by PAL. Mail¬ 
ers pay the regular Parcel Post 
rate to the U.S. exit port or from 
the port of entry, plus a fee for 
air service. 

November mailers can also ship 
military parcels by Space Avail¬ 
able Mail (SAM). Items shipped 
by SAM are transported by sur¬ 
face means in the contiguous 
48 states and flown on a space 
available basis from the U.S. to 
the overseas destination, or from 
the oversees destination to the 
U.S. Packages up to 15 pounds 
and 60 inches in combined length 
and girth may be sent by SAM 
for regular Parcel Post rates to 
the U.S. exit port or from the U. 
S. port of entry.

What is a Post? 

A post is a mechanical 
means of strengthening and 
re-enforcing a tooth that has 
undergone root canal therapy. 
Following root canal therapy, 
which treats infection of the 
nerve, a tooth becomes brittle 
and is highly subject to frac¬ 
ture if not properly treated. 
All posts 'have in common 
their use of the central hollow 
chamber within the root as a 
means of anchorage. The por¬ 
tion which extends upward 
from the root is then used as 
a base on which to rebuild and 
replace tooth structure lost to 
decay or injury. The final res¬ 
toration is usually a crown, 
but in some cases, it can be 
a large filling. 

There are two basic types of 
posts, preformed and custom 
oast. Cast posts are usually 
gold or an alloy and are made 
from an ■ impression or wax 
model. Preformed posts are 
available in many sizes and 
shapes to meet all needs and 
the root is shaped with special 
instruments to match the par¬ 
ticular style selected. Pre¬ 
formed posits can be completed 
in one visit while cast types 
require two or more vsits-
